The results of the National 
Teacher Examinatlons adminis* 
tered last November and Febru- 
ory to South Corolina graduating 
college seniors who pion to be 
teacher» 9 h o wed that, overall, 60 
per cent pa&sed. However, only 
three per cent of the Black seniors 
in the ctate's six predominantly 
Black colleges passed the test. At 
one Black college. 39 seniors took 
the test and none passed, 

The use of the tests hns been 
dispuLed for two years but the 
issue beeame crurial wtth the 
upgrading of scores for certifica- 
tion, The ILS. Justice Depari- 
ment, acting on complaini* of 
discrimination made by the Equal 
Employment üpportunity Com- 
misskin!

July 2,1822 

On july 2, 1S22, Denmark 
Vesey, a slove rebel, and five of 
htsaides werc banged at Rlake's 
Landing in Charleston, South 
Csiroïina. The Vesey slave re volt 
was one of the most t'laborate of 
its kind on record, involving 
thousands of Black people in 
Charleston. The plot was be- 
trayed by a house slave. 

June 27,1833 



Prudencc Crandall, a VVhiic 
woman, was arregted for con- 
ducting an academy for Black 
girls in Canterbury, Connecti- 
cut, on June 27, 1533. lt was 
illegal at that time to open such 
an educational inslitution for 
Black people and the school was 
later closcd. 

July, 1915 


The Klu Klux Klan received a 
charter from Fulton County, 
Georgia. Superior Court in July 
of 1915, With an anti-Black 



philosophy, the KKK embarked 
on a e&mpaign of murder and 
terrorism against Black people, 
The modern Klan spread to 
Alabama and other Southern 
sta Les, reoching the hciglH of its 
influence in the 3 920s.

fChicogo, UI.) - Charging the 
city of Chicago with arrogance 
and racism. the Coalition Against 
the Chieago 21 Plan filed o suit in 
federal court here on June 23 to 
block the unrepreseniative Chi- 
Cflgo Economie Development 
Commission (CEDC). The suit 
could block up to $50 rnillinn of 
federal funds from coming to 
Chicago. 

Coalition apokespersons poLnt- 
ed out that the city bas applied for 
these funds on the basis of Ets 
large and poor wwking commu* 
nities. Ho we ver, they charged, 
Nowhere in the city 's mimerous 
plans are we mentioned " 

A press conference announdng 
the iöwsuil was held in city hall as 
the Chicago Planning Comniis- 
sinn (CPC) was holding public 
hearings on the Dearborn Park 
project. This project, according to 
the Coalition, i$ the second phase 
of implementing the city's master 
plan to proleet and endrcle 
Chicago's downtown area 

The fïrst phase in the city's 
mastorplan was the culting of 
services and construction of hous- 
ing in Chicago's numerous op- 
preased communities.

In the past severt years, 
according to the report, Califomia 
has had a mïnority growth of 14.3 
percent from 20.4 per cent of the 
total population in 1970 to 34.7 
per cent in 1977, an increase of 
over four million, people, The 
report States, ’Tf the present 
trend cónlinues, by 1990, Cali- 
fumia minorities wilt comprise a 
staggering 60.7 per cent of the 
total population/' 

ACCURATE INFORMATION 

Lt. Governor Dymally has 
emphasized the importance of 
acquiring accurate informaüon on 
the gröwlh of Gaiifornia's ethnic 
minorities. The Black official 
recently made the sta tem ent that 
Califomia may soon be the 
nalions first "Third World" 
state, 

"Neither the media, the gov- 
ernment, nor private mierests are 
preparing for this emerging phe- 
nomenon and willconseq uentlybe 
unprépared to meel the chah 
lenge/ r stated Dymally.

CALIF. SENATE OVERRIDES 
BROWN’S DEATH PENALTY VETO 


(Sacramento, Ca Hf,) - Votlng 
27-12. Lhe exact iwo-thirds ma* 
jority required, lhe state Senate 
last week overrode Governor 
Edmund Brown's veto of the bill 
to re store the death penalty in 
Cölifornia. 

The contro versie! bil) now 
awaits aclion from the Assembly, 
where the vote is expected to be 
dose* Death penalty advocates 
have one roomh to marshal their 
farces in the Assembly as the vote 
there will not take place untii 
aftor the legislature returns from 
its summer recess in August. 

Fifty-fdur votes are needed in 
order for the override to pass 
through the Assembly, 

The Senate override was the 
second in Califomia hislory in 
over 30 years and the first since 
1974 when Ronald Reagyn was 
governor. 

The 27th and deciding vote in 
the 40-membcr Senate was cast 
by Los Angeles Demoeral Alex P. 
Garci», a Chicano who once 
opposed capilal punishment but 
said he voted for the bill hecause 
of his personal knowledge of a 

murder case. 

Republican John V, Briggs of 
Pulterton, a notorious opponent 
of gay rights — who intends to 
introducé legislation barring gay 
people from teaching in public 
schools - obstained in the senate 
vote, Briggs favors capita! pun¬

Supreme Court Denies Prisoners’Rigftt To Unionize 


(Washington, D,C.Ï - !n e 
serieus setback to prison reform, 
the U.S. Supreme Court niled in 
a 7-2 vote last week that prison 
in mate s have no right to unionbre 
in penal insLitutions. 

The high court. dominated by 

Nixon appointecs, besed their 
decision on the reasoning that 
prisoncTS must surrender some of 

their Constitutional righLs when 
lliey are inrnrccrated . 

Although the Court did not 
specifically state that prison 


officials may barinmates' unions. 
the reactionary decision gave 
state penal autho ritjes brood 
powers to keep such gToups from 
al] traditional unïon funrtïons — 
holding meetings, organizïng 
m i w mombers and mailing union 
litcrature from outüide prison 
walls to inmates.

According to Ed Hemandez, a 
spokesperson for frionds of 
Dcuel inmates, on June 6, the 
prison was placed on a special 
lockdown as o direct result of a 
figtu in the main yard between 
mostly White inmate < and mom¬ 
bers of the Chicano prison gang 

‘ Muestra Familia' (N.F.). The 
entire main line institution was 
segregated, with Chicanos and 
Whiles óating ut different Ivmes 
and visiting in separate fac:di¬ 
tjes. A night yard was begun 
with Whiles and Chicanos on 
aïtematifig nighis. N.F, threats 
of repris »te for the ipcident in the 
yard, plus the sUibbing of a 
White inmale at rundom on that 
night caused White inmules to 
organize for self-defense. 

The fight in the main yard, the 
N.F. dealli threats and the 
reaultam unity of the White 
population have all combined Lo 
force the administraUon's hand 
and require immediate aelion lo 
deal with the threat, 

The administration. however, 
enntinues to drög its foei. On 
Tuesday, .lunc 14. the superin¬ 
tendent indiciued through his 
slaff that the N.F. wou ld he 
Lransferred as the only viable 
solutïon to the threat of violence, 
But after two weeks of lockdown 
in unaafe und humiliyting condi- 
lions. no transfers have been 
made, leaving the White populo- 
iii>n edgy anti disturbed. Prior 
agreement bet ween the N.F. and 
staff hns reduced the credibiliiy 
of the administratlon from little 
to uil.

"The Penal Üolony” 

In this excerpt from the hook 
Revolutionair Suïcide, by Black 
Póntker Party leader and chief 
theoreiician Huey P Newton, 
Huey is set to be released from 
the California Mens Colony at 
San Luis Öbispo following the 
odertUrning of a fnimped-up 
manslaughte r con viction against 
him.

recalls hts trip from San Luis 
Qbispa back to the Bay Area. 

Th en I was given release 
dolhes — n pair of khnki panty 
and a khaki shirt — but they kópt 
my jai! uuderwear and soeks. 

I signed by release papers, and 
next I was taken u> another room 
10 öwait the arrïval of the men 
from the sheriffs department. 
One guard was stationed in the 
room w r ith me, and hc tried to 
start a conversalion. He told me 
ahoui his record collodion and his 
elaborate stereo component and 
multiplex system. Then he talked 
aboul how he hud been a brnwler 
when he was young and how his 
nose had been breken over and 


He even offered me a dgarette, 
bul t told him I did not srnoke, 
Then he went into a long 
monologue about how he almosi 
got cancer from smoking, that he 
had had pJeurisy and had caught 
it just in time. He went on and on. 
mostly lalking to himself. 

Guards are odd people. It is 
incompréhensible to me how a 
person c~an endure such a mean- 
ingless lïfe day after day, year 
after year, and seem to be 
salisfied with it. Their main 
concerns are dull and petty,, 
centered around retiremenl, 
lawna, fishing. hi-fi sets. This 
guard was near retiremenl. Peo¬ 
ple like him are really lost, as so 
many people are, without a 
purpose in. lïfe or the ability to 
relate to others. 

FinaJIy, at 3:30, ! was told the 
sheriffs men had arrived. I Look 
my two boxes of legal matertal — 
they were all I could carry — and 
starled down the hallway. the 
guard following resentfully with 
my typewriter and another smoll 
box. When r gat a short dlstance 
from the room, the warden and 
his assislant met me and wished 
me luck on my release. 

It was likc a sconu from Kaften 
Or Genet's Th c Balcony — normal 
and logical on [he surface but 
nightmurish and phantasmagori- 
cal in essence. It had the quality 
of a symbolïc ritual: no one was 
truly involved or affected We 
simpiy w h enl through the motions. 

I walked through the visiting 
room and out the open gates, the 
first time 1 had gone Lhrough 
Lhem; I had arrived by bus the 
bock way. Then we walked down 
the sUiirs and toward the main 
of Lhe prison — Lhe last

Chicago have set up a leasing system under 
which drivers can lease a cab on o weeJtly 


(San Francisco, Cflitf.) ■ Independent cab 
drivers are Loeked in n heated böttle over the 
coiïtml of 500 city eab permits here, while in 
Chicago drivers are protesüng attenipts to 
break their union, 

Here in San Francisco, cab drivers are 
fïghting an uphill batik- to gam contrei of the 
permits which were recently awarded to former 
city supervisor Haroki Dobbs for $4,6 milhon, 
The permits hecame available in December of 
J9“G when C AmhoJt Smiih, head of YeBow 
Cab in Caiiforma, Bied for bankniptcy* 

Smith. a prominent figure in the Watergele 
conspiracy, uwned numérous other companies 
and had been running Vellow Cab at a deficit* 
töking money out and using it for other 
businesses Lost year he failed to pay SI.S 
million into the cab drivers' union pension 
furtd. At the end of November in 1976, Smith 
shui down the compooy* giving drivers loss 

Lhan 23 hours' noiice and telling them to go to 
the state for back pay. 

Meonwhite, in Chicago* ihousands of angry 
cab drivers abdfidonetf Lheir cabs at the height 
of the rush hmir last Krïday at O Hare 
International Airport, proLesting underbanded 
efforts to deStrov Lheir union. The drivers, who 
vnwed to shut down O'Hsjfé — the world s 
busiest airport — to protest police harossment, 
created a massivr* Lraffie jam which stelled 
rush-hou r Lrafiïc, 

Vellow and Check*r cab companies in 


basis, bul dnn't gel tmy benefit* Aft er the 
union organked 4.000 lease drivers, Vellow 
and Checkerrefused to provide benefits, using

Anöther man, a lease driver for sjx years, 
said the police ticket them mo freely and order 
cabs nut nf long waiting lines “Thai means we 
have to get back in ot ihe end of the lino and 
you can walt for another one nr iwo hours 
before you get your chance, ’ ’ t)ie driver said. 

In San Francisco, independent drivers face a 
similor situatiën Dobbs was awarded 350 
permits (the city onnotinccd pubüidy it wou ld 
pull 150 permits afier ihe salej earlier this 
month. Dobbs has stüled bis intention to sell 
100 permits to 200 dravers (splitting the day 
and night shiftsl, 

Drivers will Lh^i be forced to buy lheir 
gasoline, radio service, repairs and garage 
rental from Do^ibs at his price, Drivers will be 
subject to Dobbs' arbitrary policies and nol 
elïgible fnr the protection which company 


drivers get from the union 

In Februory of this year, w T hen bids were 
heing recetved for the cob permits, Dobbs 1 a 
farmer taw partner of San Francisco Mayor 
George Mosconel and his aasoemtes offered a 
bid of $2,-1 million. Alter receiving Dobbs' bid 
federal Judge Kat?, polled oll the drivers w'ho 
were present at the bid hearing, asking them to 
bid on their individual cabs and permits. 

While the totai amount offered by the 
drivers was mtich greater than Dobbs' offer, 
the city then said it would refusc to issue any 
more permits to individual operators. How- 
ever, Llie sale to Dobbs was blocked by un 
injunction in federal court, stating ihat other 
mterested p&rties we re not given sufficiënt 
time to enter bids, 

Then, 26-ycar-old driver Pal riek Shannon 
offerod $4.5 million dollars with the boeking of 
a group nf local lawyers and businessman. 
Shannon had been driving for six monlha 
before Vellow Cab folded. Bul this sale wn* 
stopped by an injunction on Dobbs' behalf, 
Dobbs then boughtLhe permits for $4,6 million, 

The wbeeling and draling by Dobbs and his 
ossociates has caused one* vete ra n cab driver to 
comment, These permits beiilg used as a 
politicat football. The mayor is doing every- 
Lhing he can Lo line the pciekcls of his fermer 
law partner. . The real losers in this deal will 
be the drivers and lheir families — who only 
wtint, toi make a Iving

10,004 YOLTTH DÊMONSTRATE IN BLACK M TOWHSHIP’* " 


SOWETO-THE CHLOREN TAKI; CHARGE 


(Jnhannesburg, South Africa) - 
The Black youth - 1 'The CHÜ- 
dren” as they are colled by the 
adulls — of Soweto "townghip” 
stcpped up their protest agaitfst 
the White apartheid system of 
South Africa last week, staging 
t major demonslrations m down- 
' town Johönnesburg and in the 
sprawling Black city of over L5 
millinn people nine miïes away. 

At least fout people, thtee of 
them children. died during vio¬ 
lent clashes with police on 
Tluirsday, June 23. Some 11 
others were wounded by police 
gunfire and 176 were arrested. 

Jndicaiing thé hardline attitude 
of the South African police. 
Brigadier Jan Visser 1 the White 
"police commissioner’ * of Soweto, 
tok! reporters, "t think we have 
played it low key long ennugh. ïf 
they (children | want trouble, 
they re gering to have trouble.' 

On the morning of June 23, 
over 500 Black Soweto youth, 


dressed in werkers' clothcs so as 
nol to arouse suspicion, cnn- 
verged from various points of 
downtown Jnhannosburg and 
lined up in front of John Vnrster 
(name of South Africa's "prime 
minister "1 Square, heiidquarters 
of the South African police, 
fhere, over 20 Black studonts are 
being detained by the White 
apartheid regime, 

Police, nuiny of whom were 
coming oui of Jieadquarters not 
completeiy dresaed for duty. were 
Laken compkTcly surprise by the 
spLrited ynung de monstrators. 
With ynung Black girls cnura- 
gemisly knoeling in front of them, 
the student prol esters clenehed 
their fists and chanted, "We 
Want Our Land Back" and 
carried placards ihat read. ' Vnr¬ 
ster, Release Our Leaders and 
"Bantu (Black| Kducaüon Is For 
The Education of Slavea.’ 

Without waming, police, some 
of them with dogs, chorged out of 
the Square and attncked the 
de monstrators. Sevotsl of the 
youth, seeking lo escape the 
police assüilonts, crashed through 
the broken glass. 

The Johan nesburg de monstra- 
tion resulled in the injury of 
severul hundred pretesters. At 
least 130 werc arrested.

The demonatmtion became go 
fnrge that police remforcements 
had lo becalled in from Pretoria. 

Reuters news agency described 
the scene as follows: 

"Each time an officer took aim. 
the Blacks feil flat and the shots 
passed over heod. The unger 
increased and the crowd grew as 
the incident degen er ated, 

'Trom a bilt overlooking the 
scene, Reuters continued, 
"rocks rained down on the small 
group of policemen. One of them, 
a rifle in his rigbt hand and 
grenadi launcher in the ether, 


ödvanced on the studente. 

"Not bot Kering to take careful 
aim, he fircd Grenades feil ïn a 
cloud of smokc But the smoke 
was quickly disperMCd on the 
brceze. and the demonatrators 
returned,” 

Sixteen-yeör-old Thsime Bungi 
was killed by police gunfire after 
he and severol other student? 
attocked a police vehicle. Police 
alleged that they were forced to 
open fire on the students in 
selbdefense, and Bungi was cut 
dow n as a result. Another youth 
was seriously wounded in the 
incident. At least 14 others 
receïved less severe injuries. 

Two young Black children, 
playing inside their homè, w'ere 


tragieally killed when horses 
pulling a police vehide, fleeing a 
barrage of nHiks, crashed into the 
dilapidated dwellirig, trampllng 
the two youth to death. 

The followïng day, police said 
they found the bullet-ridden body 
of a young Soweto wnman, who 
app&rentiy had died in the 
violence of the previous day. Th^ 
drtumstances of her death were 
not immediutdy known

The keynote speaker 
for the Family Affair" gather- 
ing w^as Al Bell, the formor 
head of Stox Records who is 
now the Board Chairman of 
Independenco Corporation of 
America. 

In his keynote address, BeB 
challenged both fonrter Federal 
Comm u n kat [ons Com missfon 
(FCC| Comm lss ion er Benjamin 
Hooks. who bas been dcsignaied 


as the new head of the NaLiooal 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored Péople (NAACPI. and 
Jesse Jackson, head of People 
United to Save Humanity 
(PUSH), to assen their influence 
in a numberof key areos. 

Bell leveled some sharp erilê 
cism at Jackson. contending that 
his current campaign against 
sex~oriented 1 vries in records was 
ill-conceived and miaguided. He 
chargod that Jackson's campaign 
was being used as a platform to 
attack the Black music industry 
and to destroy the little econom¬ 
ie independence we have left. 

Bell noted that Black-onented 
radio and record comparnes we re 
a big factor in bringing Jackson 
into promfnence and point&d to 
the large financiai contnbuttons 
that nre being made to Jackson 's 
iinoual PUSH Kxpo in Cbicago 


and other PUSH events. 

In the major point of his 
address. Bell crkicized the FCC 
for its failuré to investigate 
prcgraniming policies and hiring 
practices at radio and teleVision 
stations which discriminato 
against BJacks.

California Department of Cor- 
rections ICDCI spokesman Phtl 
Guthrie called the concept of 
colleclive bargaining "incom- 
patible with the nature of pri- 
sons/ N Guthrie Lcrmed the ded- 
sion "consistent* with the way we 
opera te here olreüdy/' reports 
the Són Frtmdsco Examiner. 

In another ruling, the Supreme 
Court, with the same 7-2 vote H 
placed further restrictions on the 
availabjljty of federal courts u> 
inmates w j ho argue that there are 
Constitutional üows in their 
trials, The court ruled against 
a defendant who contended that 
incrimirLating .statemerits he 
made to policemen were improp- 
erly presented as evidence 
ogoinst him.n

Kathy Embry, the 29-year-üld 
directer of the Program, located 
at 9502 E I tth Street, talked with 
THE BLACK PANTHEH aboui 
the siLufltinn eonfronting the 
D ru k A wa re ness P rögra m . 

‘Tor the post ^even ycars* in 
spiteofour funding, we managed 
tn somehow provicle qualilv ser¬ 
vices. Bilt, wilb the way the 
problcms in the community have 
increased and the increase in 
drug abuöc, the money is so 
insufficiënt LhaitHo only Lhing we 
Ciin dn n*4 wnrknv hem in In adel 
to the total fruslration of mir 
clients' lives, None of us want to 
do lhat." Kathy said. 

As a resuli, the staff, backed by 
the predominaiuly Black drug 
addicts who use the services of 
the Program, cledded to close 
down. 

Operatmg in Cast Gak land 
since 1971, the Drug Awereneas 
Program is o cornmunity-based. 
nonprofil organization which. 
smee 1973, lias heen funded bv 
State Seaato Bill Number 714, 
administcred through the Ahime- 
da County Office of Substance 
Abuse, The past year the Pro¬ 
gram received sortie S49 t OOQ Irom 
SB, 714. 

In od dit ion, the Drug Aworc- 
ness Program has en Employ- 
munt Component, whose funds 
Loteled aome $66.000 d wring the 
1976-77 fiscal year. 

Services provided by the Pro¬ 
gram includcd counseling, both 
fnr youth and adults; a drug 
Information hotline; crisis Lnter- 
Ven tien; n court liaison program; 
a prevenUitive education pro¬ 
gram; and a referral system,

shutdown is necessnry. 

Tn order lor us to do our jobs 
properly at tliis point in time, we 
have to slop. In order for anythmg 
good to happen in the futuro 
regarding drug abuse services, 
we havo to stop providing them 
entirely," Kathy emphasized. 

Th*? lossol their jobs. however, 
does nol maan that Kathy and the 
Drug A ware ness Program staf! 
wnll bo idle. Alrcudy, n large 
number of people in the commu¬ 
nity, concerned over ihe closïng 
of the Program, art/ örgahJzing.
